C le ve la n d , Ohio, Ju ly 20.—There G only 
one thing that stands in the way of the guber­ 
natorial nomination being tendered to Allen 
G. Thurman without even the formality of a 
ballot by the Democratic state convention. 
The one essential lacking is the consent of the 
“Old Roman” himself; And this seems out of 
the question after his letter to his son last 
week. Notwithstanding this, more than forty 
county conventions have instructed their del­ 
egates to hoist the “red bandanna” and nail it 
to the mast, and late Monday night a report 
was industriously circulated in local political 
circles that, succumbing to pressure, the ex­ 
senator had decided to place himself, without 
reserve in the hands of his friends. 
This re­ 
port was telegraphed to Allen Thurman, Jr., 
by the special representative of The United 
Press, and a reply was receiv ed , through 
which the latter was pin-ed in communica­ 
tion with a personal friend of Mr. Thurman , 
who has coin :? to Clev elan d for the express 
purpose of represen tin g his v iews. From this 
source it was learned that un d er no circum­ 
stan ces would he swerv e from his d etermin a­ 
tion , and that a letter cmlod yin g this state­ 
men t was n ow on it» way for presen tation to 
the con v en tion . 
With Thurman , therefore, oat of the way, 
the fight for the head of the ticket, n s in d i­ 
cat'd in those d ispatches last ev en in g, is be­ 
tween Con gressmen Powell, 'Catn pb d ! an d 
Koran . 
Up to Mon d ay the former was large­ 
ly in the len d . 
He was the secon d choice of 
man y of the Thurman d elegation s an d had , 
moreov er, the person al backin g of t lie Thur­ 
man family. 
His prospects, howev er, hav e 
been seriously impaired by the Koran Ixxmi, 
which set in Mon la}% an d which is hourly 
assumin g larger proportion s. 
Sen ator Payn e 
is said to be at the bottom of this mov emen t, 
while the alleged d icker which is to brin g 
the organ ized labor elemen t to tht support or 
the Democratic state ticket also cuts con sid ­ 
erable of a figure in the boom for the Clev e­ 
lan d represen tativ e. 
An effort was mad e 
Mon d ay morn in g to in d uce Sen ator Payn e to 
show his han d , but although he was almost 
fulsome in his eulogies of Koran , he d iplo­ 
matically refrain ed from an y expression of 
opin ion which would in d icate that he himself 
was respon sible for his appearauce as a can ­ 
d id ate. 
Congressman Campliell 
has no earthly 
show of securing the nomination, but he con­ 
trols some 2«X) delegates from Hamilton, 
Butler, Montgomery and other counties, ami 
it is pretty well understood that these will lie 
thrown to Foran when the proper moment 
arrives. 
Then there are quite a number ot 
Thurman delegates that are unpledged as to 
second choice, and if these can be persuaded 
to rally under the Foran banner, the latter’s 
success—which means that of the Payne 
element—w ill l>e assured. 
The Powell men, however, who have just 
begun to divine the true state of affairs, will 
make the fight an interesting one. 
Gen. 
Powell, who arrived Tuesday morning, about 
the time that his opponent sailed for Duluth, 
has been in close consultation with his princi­ 
pal lieutenants, and some lively work in his 
behalf among the country delegates will be 
inaugurated at once.

The B ritish Tories Fix Up the Land B ill to 
Suit tile Unionists. 
London, Ju ly 20.—A meeting of Conserva­ 
tives was held at the Carlton club Tuesday, 
at which the land bill was the subject of dis­ 
cussion. 
It was decided that the bankruptcy 
clauses should not be insisted upon, and that 
a substitute in line with Liberal Unionist 
opinion should tie adopted. 
Lord Salisbury 
said the government had made such conces­ 
sions to the Unionists as had removed objec­ 
tions to the bill, and would authorize the low­ 
ering of judicial rents where the fall of prices 
of products affected the tenant's ability to 
pay. 
Maj. Saunderson said he rould not alto­ 
gether concur in the remarks of the premier. 
He expressed his thorough disapproval of the 
surrender of the Conservatives to the Liberal 
Unionists, and declared the Conservatives 
were paying too high a price for the support 
of the Unionists. 
Lord Kilm orley indorsed the remarks of 
Maj. Saunderson. 
A sub-committee of the Unionist members 
of the house of commons held a meeting 
Tuesday night and passed resolutions approv­ 
ing the concessions made by the Conservative 
conference, also resolving to offer no further 
opposition to the land bill. 
Chamberlain has 
been the principal medium of negotiation be- j 
tween the government and the Unionists in 
reaching the agreement upon the Uniouist 
amendments. 
By the terms of the agreement between the 
Conservatives and Unionists the power of 
the land commissioners to reduce the judicial 
rents is to be valid for two years, at the end 
of which time it is expected a land purchase 
bill will be in operation.

For 
instance, at the burning of tho Ring 
Theatre in Vienna between 8 00 and 900 
liv es were lost. 
At Lehman’s Theatre, 
St. Petersburg, burned in 1 8 3 0, between 
600 and 7 00 persons were sacrificed. With 
the destruction of the Carlsruhe Theatre 
in 1 8 4 7 ov er 
200 v ictims suffered. 
One 
hundred v ictims perished in a theatre in 
India, 7 5 in Japan, Cl at Nice and 4 7 at 
Derv io, Italy .—Public Opinion.

There is n o mon ey 
in the busin ess r.t an y time un less you 
hav e a largo n umber of customers. 
To 
make an exact estimate of our profits 
week by week o r clay b y d ay would bo 
impossible.

TH E ACADIANS OF' LOUISIANA. 


A P e o p le W lio H av e Yleen L ittle C hanged 
by T im e—A S im p le Lire. 
Bark lrom that great highway, tho 
Mississippi, there are innumerable smaller 
streams, called bayous in this section, 
which fertilize an immense expanse* of 
prairie in western Louisiana. 
It is an 
idyllic 
region; 
there are 
myriads of 
tropical flowers spangling the beautiful 
plains of OjM'lousas and Altakapas. whose 
long grasses sway anil change color with 
every passing breeze; the Ixivous and 
little laki*s gleam like Hilver in the sun­ 
shine. their islands marked with huge 
live oaks and venerable cypress trees 
fantastically 
garlanded 
with 
Spanish 
moss. 
Multitudes of brilliant birds add 
to the lieauty of the scene; the quiet 
bayous are often stirred by the swift 
canoe of the si>ortstnan in search of the 
wild 
fowl 
with which 
this 
section 
abounds. 
It is a land beloved of artist 
and poet; it is the country of Longfel­ 
low ’s ‘‘Evangeline.” 
Along the numerous water courses 
where steamU>ats are never seen, where 
railroads are unknown, the exiled Aca- 
dians are found in all their prim itive 
simplicity, retaining almost unchanged 
the language, 
manners, customs and 
superstitions of the French |w*asants of 
nearly two centuries ago. 
These j>eeu- 
liar people were originally colonists from 
Normandy, who settled in Nova Scotia, 
but wer • driven tlience. as every one 
knows, by the jiorsi cations of tie* Eng­ 
lish. 
A modern historian s a y of them: 
“ The Aeadians wore the most miemding 
French colonists in America, and no plea 
of necessity could justify the cruelty of 
tearing them away from their homes 
and consigning them to wretchinlness 
and poverty.” 
Not for long, 
however, 
were they 
doomed to wretchedness and poverty, tor 
in 1755 these exiles found their way to 
Louisiana, where they made a fortunate 
exchange i:i the sunny dim e and fertile 
plums they peopled for the bleak land 
they had left liehind them. 
A souvenir 
of their former home, the province of 
Acadie. has clung to them in their name, 
although they do not call themselves 
Aeadians, hut “ Creoles Francois. ” 
The Americans, and even the Creoles, 
have corrupted the name Acadian into 
•* Cajun.” which term these ¡>eople re­ 
sent strongly, yet as “ Cajuns” they are 
known all over the state. 
They are, i:i 
fact. Creoles, l>eing the descendants of 
French parents, born in a French colony, 
but they are an entirely distinct people 
from 
all other populations of Gallic 
descent in Louisiana. 
They still retain marked characteristics 
of their Norman origin, as unlike the 
French jieopleof more southern provinces 
as if they were indeed of separate race. 
Those Aeadians who were of an upper 
class 
have 
long 
been 
amalgamated 
through 
intermarriage 
or 
association 
with other Creoles of the state: but the 
great body of these people have kept to 
themselves, and are now*, as we said be­ 
fore, as prim itive in their ideas and cus­ 
toms as when they first set foot in the* 
New W orld, although many traits of the 
Norman 
peasantry, 
which they 
still 
jxxssess. have been modified by climate 
and circumstances. 
They lmv e remained purely French 
end without Spanish admixture, as is the 
case with o ther Creoles. 
They are an 
independent, hardy, athletic race, entire­ 
ly content with their own lot in life, 
being sufficient unto 
themselves and 
having little interest in the outside world. 
Their tastes are simple and nearly all 
their w*ants are supplied from their own 
industries. 
They are chiefly an agricul­ 
tural and stock raising population, and 
for this reason tho families—though each 
fro m its own large 
proportions is a little 
co lo ny in itself-i-do no t liv e v ery 
ncai 
to gether, but are scattered 
broadcast 
o v er the bo so m of the prairies. 
It has 
been questio ned whether these peoplo 
wo uld hav e retained their peculiar char­ 
acteristics fo r such a length of time if 


with them as ii was with their ancestors 
in tho days c i the Roman republic, and 
old bachelors are no freely h ell up to rid­ 
icule and contempt. 
Their houses are r.ll modeled after the 
samo plan, a substantial ancl comfortable, 
but plain cottage, built of cypress, with 
thick plastered walls, largo or small, ac­ 
cording to the necessities of its occupant % 
and w’ith a broad ¡x)rch or galerie in front. 
Along tho course of the Bayou Teehe, 
“ where it flow*s through the green Ope­ 
lousas,” and the Bayou Tigrc, many of 
the Acadian homes nre seen, each em­ 
bowered in a clustering grove of live oak 
or China trees. 
This jxirtion of the state 
is generally spoken of in Louisiana as the 
“ Teehe country;” and it is a little curi­ 
ous to learn that the word “ Teehe” is a 
Creole corruption of Deutsch. from a Ger­ 
man colony which once settled on its 
banks.— New Orleans Cor. San Francisco 
Chronicle.

H o w th e C usto m F irst O riginate« !—P ecu­ 
liar itie s o f ]>iHermit P eo p le. 
“ Did you ever consider how ixxiple 
first liegan to shake hands? 
No? 
W ell, 
then, sit down here and I ’ll toll you what 
I think alxmt it. for I have given this 
subject some study,” said a gentleman 
to a re|K>rter. 
“ M y opinion is that 111 
early and barbarous times, when every 
savage or semi savage was his own law 
giver, judge, soldier and policeman, and 
had to watch over his own safety, in do 
fault of all other protection, when two 
friends or acquaintances, or two stran­ 
gers desiring to Ik- friends or acquaint­ 
ances. when they chanced to meet, of­ 
fered each to the other the right hand 
alike of offense and defense—the hand 
that wields the sword, the dagger, the 
club, tlu* tomahawk or other weapon of 
war. 
Each did this to show that the 
hand was empty and that neither war 
nor treachery was intended. 
A man 
cannot well stab another while he is en­ 
gaged in the act of shaking hands with 
him. unless ho be a double dyed traitor 
and villain and strives to aim a cow­ 
ardly blow with the left while giving the 
right and protending to 1m* on good terms 
with him. 
“ Dill you ever observe that the ladies 
never shake hands with the cordiality of 
men unless it Ik* with each other? 
The 
reason is obvious. 
It is for them to re­ 
ceive homage, not to give it. 
They can­ 
not Ik* exi>ceted to show to jhtso iis of the 
oilier sex a warmth of greeting which 
might Ik* misinterpreted unless such per­ 
sons are very closely related, in which 
cases handshaking is not needed and the 
lips do more agreeable duty. 
“ Every man shakes hands according to 
Ins nature, whether it 1)0 timid or aggres­ 
sive, proud or humble, courteous or 
churlish, vulgar or refined. There is cer­ 
tainly a great art in handshaking, hut I 
tell you the kind of handshake I hate, 
and that is one of the what I calich e 
jolly gmxl fellow handshakes. 
One of 
those fellows 
w ill grasp your hand, 
squeeze it until the tears run down your 
cheeks and then, using your arm in the 
same manner as a pump handle, w ill go 
0 11 shaking all the time he is talking to 
you, letting it rest easy for a moment or 
so, with the exception of a little spas­ 
modic shake now and again, only, how­ 
ever, to start in afresh. 
The first time 
you imagine he is doing it lx*caus<* he* is 
extremely glad to see you, but when you 
nre* him manifest the same cordiality to­ 
ward iieople whom he met for the first 
time yesterday and toward those with 
whom he has lx*en intimate for years you 
know lie is a humbug or is, at any rate, 
acting from habit. 
But of all the men 
to lie avoided the man who squeezes your 
hand in an excruciating manner on a 
false protons? is the worst. 
lie dislocates 
your joints to convince you that he re­ 
gards you highly, and as soon as you 
are out of sight forgets you or thinks 
that you are 110 ‘great shakes’ after all, 
or, worse* still, abuses you behind your 
hack. 
“ Ano ther and ev en mo re ix lio us kind 
o f handshaker is he who o ilers y o u his 
hand, hut will no t permit y o u to get fair 
ho ld o f it. 
To be treated with co o l co n­ 
tempt o f supercilio us sco rn which such a 
mo de o f salutatio n imnlies is wo rse than 


rendered difficult by any one who 1. 
particle < f self re*; oct. 
“ Yet another objectionable man is t 
! one that shoves out his left band in gres:• 
j ing you. 
That is discourteous, someti;n 
; intentional and sometimes not, but it : 
an act that no true gentleman w->; 
commit. 
There is really no reason why 
it should fx* more diseourteom than t 
Id s the left cheek instead of the rig I 
but doubtless the custom that make 
’. * 
right hand imperative in all sincere salu­ 
tations dates from those early times v.dien 
handshaking first began, and the han I 
that shook or was shaken in friend­ 
ship was of necessity weaponless. 
Tie* 
poor left hand that one would think 
ought to hoof as much value and strength 
as the right, just «as the left foot cr leg i 
an strong as the right foot or leg, became 
they are Ixitli used equally, lias fallen 
into disrepute as well as into comparati ve 
diftire, until it has become an accepted 
phrase to say of any proceedings that i > 
inauspicious, «artful, sly or secretly m; !i- 
cious, that it Is ‘sinister*— that it is left 
handed. 
“ I do not,” he continued, “ object t> 
shake hands on certain occasions, but it 
is this perpetual ‘shake, shake,’ with 
everybody that I object to. It is pleasant 
to touch the liand of an honest m anor 
woman, and to lx* on such terms of ac­ 
quaintanceship with either of these mas­ 
terpieces of creation as to justify you in 
the thought that you are their equal. 
Even to grasp the paw of an intelligent 
dog, who holds it up for you to shake on 
being asked to do so, is something plea­ 
sant. 
For the dog, unlike some men, 
would scorn to give his paw to one in 
whose eye and in whose face he, by his 
fine instinct, in some respects the oqurd if 
not the superior of reason, discovered 
treachery or evil.
